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(foralaswhoam 1 that they ſhould trouble themſelves ſo much abour 
me) but throngh me to wound the cauſe, in which my poore labours 
bavebeen engaged. This rumour it ſeems yer lives, and (as your let- 
ter confirmes) encreaſes, from my going down into the Countrey 
they have taken occaſion not only to report me diſtraQed, bur dead, 
yeathat 1 died crying out of my appearing in this cauſe; and this is 

ſoconfidently reported by ſome, that it is almoſt as confidently be- 

leeved by others; even thouſands,you ſay, which makes youcarneſtly 

to preſſe me to write unto you, whether I have not (atleaſt)changed 

my former judgement about our defenſive armes, and this not(as you 

profeſſed ) ro fatisfie your ſelfe, but that you might have ſomething 

under my owne band to ſhew for che ſatisfaction of orhers. Sir, your 

ancient love to me, and preſent deſires to vindicate me from theſe 

aſperſions, but eſpecially your care that the publike cauſe might not 

ſuffer, doc all command me to be your ſervant in this thing. 

IL know it will ſatisfie you, that I ſolemnly proteſt unro you, that in 
all thefe fourteen weeks keepirg in, I never had an houres fickneſle, 
nor loſt a nights ſleep, nor bad any diftemper in my head, nor ſaw any 
cauſe of ſorrow tor my adhering to the Parliaments cauſe, but eſteem

queſtions \ beſide my careto walk aright in my miniſtry) for my con- 
{cience to be reſolved in. Firſt, whether upon ſappoſall of the truth 
of the Parliament votes. w!z; Thar bis Majeſty ſeduced by wicked 
Councell, did levie warre againſt the Parliament; the Scripture did 
warrrant them to take up defenſive armes, Secondly, Whether tbe 
Parliament was not miſiaformed about ſuch his Mijeſties purpoſe, 
ard praiſe. The firſt is a mear queſtion in Divinity. vis. Whether a 
people, eſpecrally the repreſentatrue body of « State, may(after all humble 
Remonſtrances) defend themſelyes againſt the unlawful violence of the Su- 
pre:m Magiſtrate, or hrs Inſiruments, Endeavouring (and that inmatiers- 


of great moment) to deprive them of their lawfull libertzes, 


The Second is a queſtion mearly of matterof fat. 

For the firſt, Before the beginning of theſe unbappy differences, I 
had borh learned, and taught to this purpoſe. Firſt, that it is agree- 
able ro Gods will, that in all Countreys (eſpecially when and where 
the people are numerous) Migiſtracie be ſetup, with a ſufficiencieof 
power and authority to rule for the publike gooQ; and that, even 
among them who are under theſcepter of Chriſt againſt the 4124%ap- 
tits, Secondly, rhat among the divers kinds of lawfull governments, 
Monarchy, Ariſtocracy,and Democracy,no one of them is to appointed 

of Godas toexclude the other from being a lawfull government. 
Thirdly, That the bounds & limits of the Magiſtrates lawfull pow- 
er of commanding, and ſubje&s neceſlary obeying, muſt be found, 
and taken out of the ſeverall Lawes, Cuſtoms, and Conſtitutions of 
thoſe ſeverall States, and Commonwealths-: There are ſcarce two 
formes (eſpecially of Regall government, in. the world) but they 
differ one trom the other, and that- in-matters of moment, Now L 
fay. what the powerot Magiſtrates in one Countrey, differs from the 
power of Magiſtrates in another Countrey,and how the duty of Sub- 
jecs differs ineach,muſt be found only in the lawes of the reſpeRive 
places : that no mans ro” _ be detained from him, that Ceſar 
ſhould have rendredro hin the range that are Ceſars, and all pgs:

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He thInc re therr 0w3,the Srreptureand lawes of Z Nations dock. 
determine. But whether ( for inſtance in Zx»g/and ) Shipmoney behac 
the K:ngs right, and ſoto be yeelded, or denied ; whether this houſchy 
er inheritance be this or the other pretendersto it, muſt not be de&pj 
rermined by any law, but by the law of England; goe therefore tothekn 
Lawes,and learned Lawyers, and from them alone you ſhall learn whathye, 
is the Prerogative of the Prince, and both the Duty, aud Liberty of thakC, 
SubjeF, But then fourthly comes in Religion, or the commard offa; 
God,andbirds the confciercesof Magiſtrates to rule, and of SubjeQsbof 
to obey,according to thoſe Laws. And fifthly,(in particular; of Sub-lin 
jes it requires theſe four things. Firſt, to render to their Gover-{th 

novrs, next under God, the greazeſt fear, and honour, as being Godskri, 
V icegerents.as having the greateſt beams of his authority put uponJhi 

them, and therefore called Gods, and all of them the children of the 
moſt High. Secondly, Loyalty to their perſor.s, and office; that;'is; 

obedience according to law, and patzent ſubjeftioz, when we cannotac- 

tively obey, willingly for conſcience ſake to ſubmit to the penalty of 

the lawes,when for conſcience fake we cannot obſerve the laws them- 
ſelves. Thirdly, maintenance, with payment of all lawfull Cuſtoms, 

Tributes,and Impofitions. Fourthly, all manner of ſupplications,pray- 

ers, Interce ffious, and givixg of thanks, their uſc{ulneſſe being great; þ 

their remptations many.,their fall(like that of great Cedars)the cruſh- 

ivg of many, and the ſhaking of the earth round about them, and all 

this we owe, rat only to the King as Supream, but in proportion to 

all :»ferior Governess, nh -are ſent by God alſo for the puniſhment of evill 

doers, ana for the praiſe of them that doe well, they being all the minifiers of (a 

God for 0181 go0d, axd this 1s the firft Commandement with promiſe, But 

ſxthly, if our Governows (whether ſupream, or infertor ) leave: to 

rule according to law, and ſet up their own will contrary to law; 

there is no word of God acquitting them from fin in Gods {tghr, but J? 

ſeverely threatning them for abuſtng his name, which they bearz nor FP 

any word binding the conſctences of their ſubje&s thererz to yeeld |

And 
c- kmongour ſelves, tke conſtant proceedings of our Princes, even in 
of their moſt heavy iUegallexaRions, borrowing allwiyesa colour of law, 
n- nd the known laws of the land, enabling the meaneſt ſubjet ro main- 
s, ſtain his Propriety, even in atwo-peny. matter, againſt his Soverdigh , 
y- JAnd the ingumereble vergiQs in all Cburts, paſſing for the SubjeF, 
2; Þgainſtthe Kr2g ; aſſure me that unleſſe God forour ſins ſhould give

tence : If the King will ſue rac, and by prerence of Las (ek to rake 
away my coat, my houſe, my 14d, | may defendcheſe from him with al 
the :ffrexgth of Law 1 can but if he come with armed violence to take 
away my liberty, lifereligion,l maſt yeeld uptheſe withour miking 4x 
reſftance:| may.ſecurerhat which I have nothing but lex terreto pleac 
my propriety in, viz. my money, which I may give away, and in the 
mean time my liberty, /ife, rel:g:0n, which are mine by the {ewes of God 
exd man; may novſecure with a good conſcience. True it is, if in 
caſe it do:(upon'circumſtarices duly weighed) appeare that our rece 
ding from our right, and not reſiſting WORE, will cend to the promo- 

 ving of a greater and more generall good, or the preventing of 
greater and more generall evill, it is agreeable to righrreaſon,and'ou 

Sivio.irsrule;Mat 5439.thatwe ſhould both remrrofour right and ſu 
. mit ra-wrong, whether ſued or unſued, whether to ſuperiours or infe 
riours, or equals. But that men ſhould give a liberty of defer e in 
Lew,and yet abſolutcly condemn defence againſt anlawful violence, i 

ſuch an 4oy0, ſuch an abſtrdity as you ſhall ſeldom meet wirh. 

But give me leave to weigh ira little further; if the Subies defen- 
ding themſelves by Armes againſt the violence of opprefſing Gover- 
aors and their inſtruments be unlawfull, eicher it muſt be becauſe rheit 
Prince hath by conqueſt ſpoyled them of that liberty which God and 

- ature gave themat the firſt. Or ſecondly, becanſe they or their Ar 
ceſtors having ſubmitted by covezant and coxſent ro himto be their ſit 
poem Ruler according to Law, they muſt rherefore be interpreted tc 

ave yeelded up all their liberty fo farre as to be now unable with 
good conſcience to.defend themſelves againſt his violence though 
contraryto Law, Or thirdly, becauſe God bath lifted up Princes ſo fa 
above all mortall men, that all hands are by him bound from daring ro 
reſiſt them, | J 
| Thefirft I finde not many pleading, that peoples being coxquere: 
makes it unlawfull for them to defend themſclves againſttheunjuſt vi 
Olcnces of their conqueror or his ſucceſſ>rs : Moſt of themi'grant 
that the peoples right is to deſrgne the perſon of their Prince. And in 
decd it is the moſt abſurd reaſoning in the world, that becauſe a ſtrong 
dh ro bber 
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"od robber hath egn's mares mee in my houſe, in conſcicnce Lamtyed to 

'04 behisſervantorſlave forever. Becauſe Eglos hath mightily oppreſled 11d 
Iſrael for eighteen yeares,it isunlawfull for them to ſhake off his yoak 
when they areable to reſiſt him : Certainly, whatever of mine ano- 
ther takes by violence from me, let him keep it never ſo log, it is, 
buc Continuatainjuris, a continued wrong, till I conſent to bis hol- 
divgitz Aridallreaſon allowes me to recover it again as ſoon as I 
can. And | fear not to ſay, that had #i{;am Sirnamedthe Conguerour 
taken and held this Crowne only by his ſword, and ruled over the. 
Nation oply by force, and ll bis ſucceffors to this day had zo ochor! 
claim to-it, all thereaſon in the world would allow us to redeem our 
ſelves from that yoak, if we were able. 

But though the ſword begin the Conqueſt, yet many times the 
Conſept of the people comes in, and makes their Conguerour their laws, 
fulK:2g ; and then ſo farre as by Coverantor Lawes, they agree to 
beunder bim for the publike ſafety and good they are bound u from 
any refftance. Bur that their parting wih ſome of their liberty forthe 
pond ſhould (vpon the uſurpation-of him whom they have 
truſted) deprive them of that liberty which they zever paried with, is 
moſt abborripg to reaſon. Suppoſe a free man .indents with another 
tO be his ſervant in ſowe ingenious employmentaas, ſuppoſe to attend 
vpon. his perſon ; and expreſly indents that his maſter ſhall not bave 
power to command him to rub his horſe heels, or fillhis dung; cart, or 
the likez 1Ifnow this mater ſhall uſurp, and command. him to ſuch 
ſordid employment, and by force ſeek to-compell him to them, ſome 
ſhew of reaſon (at leaſt) tFere would be for the ſervant to plead thar 
his ma#er had forfeited all bis power over him. and that he was free 
from his ſervice, and mighr goe ſeek arorher waſter , bur no colour 
of reaſon that the ſervaxt hath now forfeited that immunity from ſordid 
and drudgery works that he firſt covenanted, and muſt thenceforth lie 
at his maſters feet,as wholly proſtitute to all his Imperious humours., 

Secondly, can it be imagined, by reaſon that a people ſubmitting tg 
2 lawful government , ſhould thereby tec neceffirared ro that which 
may overthrow the exd of all government, that is, 7»ab:lity to provide 
for their common ſafety. That whereas when they were free and undet 
po government at all, they ws by the law of nature defend , Ay 

elves 


ſelves 2ptinſt injury : now having ſubmitted, though upon! good coff- 
ditiongthey are wntetly difabledto defend themfelves.if he that ſhould 
be their ProteRot, would prove their Murtherer: If he who both in 
himfelfe and inſtruments ſhould be oily for the punifhment of evyill 
and the praife of them that doe well, will 'goe , or ſend, or ſuffer a 
company of theeves or murtherers to goe in his name, and ſpoile and 
deftroy them that do well: can their being ſubjeQs(inteaſon)deprive 
them of their defence allowed them by the law of nature > yea were 
they cot guilty of ſelfe-murther in ſuffering ſucha thing ? For inſtance, 
ſome of our Hiſtorians relate of King 7oþz, that he was tranſported 
with ſo deep a hatred againſt his Nobles and Commons, that he ſent 
an Ambaſſadour to Airamumalin, entituled the great King of Africe, 
Morocco, and Spaine, wherein he offered to render unto him his King- 
dome, and to bold the fame from him by tribute as bis Soveraigne 
Lord, toforgoe the Chriſtian fairh (which he held vaine ) le. 
ceive that of Mahomet; like enough ſome Coun-Chaplaine ( may 
be the Clerk that went on the errand) might warrantize the Kings 
conſcience,and tell him, that ir was the more ſhame for them who profeft 
AeCbriſtian Religion, to compell him to it,” But whether the King did 
Ewfolly or fot, is not our queſtion, but whether the ſubjes mighe 
lawfully bave refiſted that attempt of his, and have ſtood for their 
24 45 Lives, and Liberty. | 

, Thirdly, is it nor quite contrary to reaſon, that whereas Kings and 
Aulers nothing differing by nature from their meaneſt ſubjeQs, were

ar firſt conſtituted. andare till continued for the proteion, welfare; 


benefit, yea and ſervice of the people ; and who therefore ſhould value 


the ir prerogatives, ſcepters,and lives no furtherthen they may advance 
the publike good, yer- if they degenerate, and will be deſtroyers, the 

ople ſhould ſuffer all to be ſpoyled, as if Kingdoms and people had 

en created by God for the will, pleaſure, profit, yea and luſtsof Prin» 
ces. As if a Pilot purpoſely appointedfor the {; fe wafting over of paſ- 
Þ&»gers, who inftead thereof will daſh the ſhip againft the rocks : Or 
a Generall purpoſely ehoſen ( and to whom the ſouldiers have there- 
fore ſwome ) for the ſafety of the whole Army, ſhould yet turne the 


Cannon:mouch upon hisown ſouldiers, ordeliver | hemall up into the. 


hands of the enemy : the paſſengers and ſouldicrs, yea the officers

the ſhip, andCouncell of ware in the Artny, ſhonld morally dif: 
abled from doing any thing to prevent their own apparant deſtruQion. _ 
By this reaſon the Biſhop of Burges in the Councell of Baſil proved ** 
the Touncell to be above the Pope, and a Kingdom above the King; yo 
and ſaid they were bur flatterers who taught otherwiſe, 

And fourthly, doth not right reaſon as much abhorre this, that 
whereas Princes are the publike fathers, and the people owe them the 
duty of chilaren, that theſe children ſhould be prohibited from keep- 
ing their publike fathers from the greateſt evils: If our naturall father 
through ignoranceor diſtemper ſhould go into a peſt-houle, his ehil- 
dren might by force fetch him our ; or if in a raging paſſion go about 
to kill himſelf, wife, children, or apy others, their children may dif- 
arme them, yea we are tied not to ſuffer friesd orfoe to incurre the 
guilt of _—_ or blood, if it lie in our power to hinder it ; and (peak 


to my reaſon ) what evill have Princes deſerved, thatifthey go 
to murder themſelves, ſab 


and children, not any of their people, 
no not the whole body politick ſhould hee gooer to reſtrain them 

And ifreafon will allow this liberty of reſiſtance to private fs 
(aseven Barclay and Groti the two great propugnersofthe ſacred and cu 
inviolable power of Kings, grant) how much more clear#, honowrable, no 
and ſefe muſt ſuch a defence needs be, when done by the repreſentative *'* 
body of s State, who are Gods ordinance as well as Kings, the minifters L.. 
of God ſent by him to be a terrour to evill, anda praiſe to them that 
do well. And in Englandare the higheſt Courto bo pray and in Anſ 
whom his Majeſty confeſſes there is legally placed ſufficient power-to "< 
prevent Tyranny. 1 

Upon ſuch reaſons as theſe, not only Heathens have refiſted their 
Princes, when bent to ſubvert their laws and liberties; but even moſt 
. of the States of Chriſtendome, Papifts and Proteſtants when they have 

been put to ir, have borne Jefenbive Armes againſt the unlawfbll vio- 
lences of their miſled Princes. 

But now if notwithſtanding all this faire ſhew of reaſon Gods word 
bath determined the contrary, we muſt lay our hands upon out thourhs 
-and ſhall no longer deſerve to be accounted the ſervants and fubjeQs 
of Chriſt, then while we turne our reaſon ( how ſpecious foevet ) our

re tobe found ? Certainly the good 
Subjeas in the Old Teſtament knew it not. Sauls Sybjets who ſwore 
that Saul ſhould not kill Tozathan, nor pluck an haire from his head, 
by God he ſhould die, knew no ſuch Scripture: 
and I bclieve rbat-ifrbe ame men had. been about him when he pro- 
reſted the Priefts of rhe Lord ſhould die, they would not. only have 
with-beld cheir own, but Doegs bands from. doing execution. David 
knew no ſuch Scripture , nor the 600 menwith him, that would have 
fortified Ke:lah againſt Saul. Nor thoſe many choice men of the ſe- 


verall Tribes of Iſrael, among whom were ſome of Sauls brethren. and 


kinaredandchief officers, that fell ro David (though S44} had pro-

ed by him, and whentthe King of Perſia complained that Theogdoſims 
ſhould meddle:in-afairs of his Kingdom; Theodoſiues anſwered, that he 
did not onely protedt them betanſethey were (uppliants , but was ready to de- 
fend them, and vo way to ſac thews ſuffer for Religion , it being the ſame with

all the Souldiers , and many of the Paphlagenians. At Conſtantinople. 
the Orthodox defended Panlws his E'eftion againſt Macedonizs and his, 
abettors, though aſſiſted with the Militarie Forces, and the Hiſtorian 5« 
blames them opely for killing the Commander: Hermogenes. | Fuſtina * 
Falentinianus mother, infected with Arianiſme, commanded:to bani{ly 5 
Ambroſe, but the people reſiſted, and for a while.defeated the plor of **! 
them who would have ſent Ambroſe into baniſhmenrt. The inhabitants, 
of Armeniathe greater protefſing the Chriſtian Faith, were,abuſed by 2 
the Perſians ( among whom'they lived ) eſpecially for theis Religion, 7 
they entrediintoa league with the Romanes for their ſaferie. | You ſee ty 
here are ſome examples where the ancient Chriſtians, uſed defenſive

It was very cleare that the perſons too much prevailing with his Ma- 
zeſty had long before this Parliament a defigne for overthrowing our 
Laws,enſlaving our Liberties, and altering our Religion, and it had ſo 
far prevailed that wewere tat: non ſwallowed up,and whe through 
the good providence of God, this Parliament was called, and many 
hopes conceived that now hisMaje(ty ſeeingthe miſchicf of adhering 
to ch ill counſellors, would for the time to come,be wholly guided 
by the great Councell of his Kingdomzalas it ſoone appeared that the 
ſame kind of Counſellors were {tj]] moſt prevayling, infomuch that 
(ſoone after the pacification with Scotlard)the Northern Army ſhould 
have been brought up to Loxdor, as appeares by the very Oaths of 
ſome who ſhould have actedit,a thiug then though ſopernicious, that 
not only the chiefe actors fled beyond the Seas, but many reall Cour- 
| tiers carneſtly ſolicited their friends in both Houſes,that this their in» 

excuſable error might be paſſed over, and now to begin upon a new 
ſcore.But that which made me the more ſuſpeCt their prevailing with 
his Majeſty,was, that the horrid Rebellion broken out in 7relar, the 
Rebels pretending his Majeſttes and the Quzens Commſlion for their 
warrant, it was at leaſtthree moneths after, before they were proclaim. 
ed Traytors,and when it was done,noCopiesof the Proclamations to 
be got for love or money 3 whereas when the Scots were proclaimed . 
Rebels and Traytors,it muſt ſpeedily be publiſhed in al the Churches 
of England; muſt acknowledge this made me to think thatthe Parlza- 
ment had juſt cauſe to be jealous of great danger.But when his Majes. 
ſty returned from Scotland, diicharged the guard which the Parlia- - 
ment had {<t for their own ſafety, & another denied except under the 
charce ofthe Queens Chamber-Jain,and His Majeſty himſelfe enter- 
| tained diversCaptainesasa ſupernumerary guard at 1/hitehball,went to. 
the houſe of Commons after that manner to demand the five members 
tobe delivered unto Him 3 The E. of Neweaſ#/e(now Generall of the 
Army of Papilſtsin the North) ſent to Hull, attempting to ſeize it and. 
the Magazine there, His Majeſty according to the L+ Digbies Letters + 
retiring from the Parliament to a place of (trength,and the Queen go- _ 
ing beyond Sea to raylea party therezT muſt have ſhut my eyesif 1 had 
not ſeene danger, and thouſands of thouſands would have gn Fr 
the Parliament altogether ſencele(le it they had not importuned His 
D Majeſties

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jeſty (asthey did) toſettle the Mit39,all former ſottlings of it b 
roms am TY Lioriemncy being confeſT:dly voyd 2: His Maſs 
refuſing thisin that manner as they thought neceſſary for ſecurity, they 
Voted the putting of it into the hands of perſons whom they thought 
the State might confide in (though alas many of them fince have diſ- 
covered to us how vaineis our hope in man, ) And fecured the Town 
of Hu and the Magazine there : ſoone after this His Majeſty inthe 
Northſeiſed New-Caſftle and under the name of a guard begua to raiſe 
an Army 3 all this was done before the Parliament Voted that His Ma- 
jeſty ſeduced by wicked councell, &c. And when His Majeſties Ar- 
my was more encreaſed, hee then declared that hee was reſolved by 
ſtrength to recover Hyll and the magazine and to fuppreſle the M;h:t;a: 
After this indeed the Parliament began to make vigorous preparations 
by their propoſitions for Plate, Money, Horfe, &c. 

T his being the true progreſle and (tate of the buſines, I ſaw cleer- 
ly all along.the Kingdome and Parhament were in danger, that it was 
therefore neceflary to have the Militia and Navy in ſafe hands, which 
His Majeſty alſo acknowledged 5 That he refuſed to fettl= it for a 
time in the way they conceived neceſlary , and that by the juJgement 
of both Houfes when tiey were full,they had power by the tundamen- 
tall Lawes of the Kingdome to ſettle it eſpecially for a time upon His 
Majeſties refuſall 5 That His Majeſty rayfed torce,and declared it was 
to ſuppreſſe the Ntia, and recover Hl/ and the magazine is as cleare, 
and made pregnant preparation: both at home and beyond the Seas : 
And the civill Lawyers ſay th.t pregnant preparations are the bezin- 
ning ofa War. T he onely Queſtion remaining was, whether the Par- 
liament did juſtly in ordering the Militza, and ſecuring the Maga» 
zine 1 Navy, in a confeſled time of dangerupon ſuch {His Majcſties 
refuſall. 

aW hat the King: power and prerogative, and what the Parliaments 
power was for ſecuring the M{izia in time of danger accor4ing to the 
Lawes of Erglard was out of my profefſion,and in great part above my 
$kill ; But certainly unlefle 1 was bound r:ther to believe the Votes of 
the Papiſts and other De linquents about his Majeſty, who hitherto had 
prevailed to bring upon us a!l the miſeries that wee have laine under, 
then the Votesand Judgements of the higheſt Coun of Judicature in 


England, 


Englend, (which ſo far as I have heard was never by Common Law or 
StaruteLaw preſumed to be guilty of, or charged with the over- 
throw of the Kings prerogative, or the Lawes and Liberties of the 
Subjects untill now, and who have given us ſo much evidence of their 
wildome, watchfulneſle and faithtulneſſe ) I was bound to be con- 
cluded under their Teſtimony, and ſs cunſequently that His Maje- 
ſty was ſeduced, &c. And ſure)y if men who ſerve upon Juftzee be- 
tweene Prince and People, party and party,in matters of life or State, may 
reſt ia the re/o/ntion of the learned Indges that this, or thatis Law when 
the mſclves knowitnor : well might I reft in the judgement and reſs- 
lution of that C.u"t, which is the Tuage of ad the Indicatures in the 
Land. And in caſe } were unſatisfied to whom ſhouldI appeale in 
whoſ- juigement I might more ſafely reſt , eſpecially when I ſaw 
their Vote +gretable to that which is the ſupreame Law of all Nati- 
ons, 3: mcly, that 7ublique ſafety is the higheſt and deepeſt Law, and 
thatit1- requilite that every State have a power in time of danger to 
preſerve it ſelfe from ruine f and no Law of Exgland more known, 
th:n that the Parliament 1+ the higheſt Court from whence there is no 
appeale. This ſatisfaQtion I had then}, and ſince by the Declarati- 
ons and Remonſtrances of the Parliament concerning theſe Military 
matters, and by other Bookes lately publiſhed, it is moſt apparent 
that they have not uſurped upon His Majeſties Prerogative. but what 
they have done is agreeable +» the praCtiſe of former Parliaments, 
In putting the Mi/:tiz,Forts and Navy into ſafe hands in theſe times 
of danger 5 Andthat it was therefore lawfull for them, yea, neceſ- 
ſary to take up theſe detenfive Armes, and conſeq ently tocall in for - 
ſupply from all ſuch whoſhould ſhare with them in the benefic of pre- 
ſervation , and to diſable ſuch from hurting them whe were con- 
trary minded :.I ſpend notime to anſwer the Objections that ſome 
make, that His Majeſty could not tarry at LONDON with ſafety 


of His Perſon, that the Lords and Commons that are with Him, 
were-driven away by popular Tumults, and could notenjoy free- 
dome of their Votes, 8&c. Becauſe I thinke theſe things are now be« 
lieved by none, but ſuch as would believe no good of the Parliament 
though one ſhould rife from the dead againe. aro a ', 
Thus Sir you have a jult —_— of the grounds that firf# induced 
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z2e to owne this Caufe 3 you defire to know whether I ſee not yes 
reaſon to repent of what I have done: I confeſſe, I never undertooke a» 
ny thing but I ſaw cauſe to repent of my miſcariage through the cor- 
ruption which cleaves toe me, and great cauſe I have to bewaile my 
many failings in this great Worke, but for the Worke it ſelfe, 
E as ſolemnely profeſſe, I never ſaw Caufe to rep-nt of my appearing 
init; the Cauſe isa right Cauſe, the Cauſe of Gol my call toit, a 
cleare call, and though the Worke prove harder and longer then 
at firſt it was thought, yet the Caule is farce clearer then at the 
fult. 

The Worke indeed is harder then I expe@&ed, for whoever could 
have believed he ſhould have ſeen in Erg/and fo many Lords & Com- 
mons even after their ſolemne Proteſtation, to deferd the Priviledges of 
Parliament, And their own Vote that His Majeſty ſeduced by wick- 
ed councell intended War againſt the Parliament, ſo ſhamefully to 
betraythe truſt committed to them ? ſo many of the Proteſtant Pro- 
. feſfion joyniog with an Army of Papiſts(under pretence of mant-in- 
ing the Pcoteſtant Religion againſt a Proteſtant Parliament) to fight 
themſelves into popery ? ſo many unworthy Gentleman fight co de- 
ſtroy a Pariiiment, and thereby fight th2mſclves and poſterity in- 
roſlavery?ſomany Papiſts in Armes contrary to ſo wany known Lawer, 
and zrmed with Commiſſion,todilarme Proteſtants contrary to their 
knowne Liberties , and the Proteſtants who exczed their number an 
hundredfold not toriſeas one man to ſubdue them?And who would 
have believed that he ſhould have ſeen after all this an Army rayſed 
by the Parliament in ſuch an extremity, for ſuch an erd, ( having haze 
zarded their lives, undergon all theſe hardſhips , performed all theſe 
ſervices, and whoſe untimely disbanding may prove our irrecove- 
rable ruine)ſtraitned for want of pay while England is worth a groar, 
Behold, regard,and wonder marvellouſly,Irclate a thing which many: 
will not believe,though it be told unto them, H4b 1.5. | 

But though the Worke be harder,the caſc is (till clearer, both in re+ 
gard of the intentions of the Parliament aad alſo of their adverſaries. 
For the Parliament,multitudes would not believe, but that they had 
farther aimes then their own and the publique ſafety, that they in- 
tzaded,it not to depoſe His Majeſty, yet by force of Armesto com- 

pell 


pellhim to that which is not fit for a _ WY 3 But nowby 3 

their frequent petitioning of His Majeſty, eſpecially by the reaſon- 
ableneſle of their late Propoſitibns and inſtructions, wherein they 
deſirea preſent disbanding of all Armes, even before any other bills 
were palt,and were willing tohave the Ports, Forts and Ships, &c. 
Ofthe Kingdome refigned np into His Majeſties Hands, provided 
only that in theſe times of danger they might, Pro hac vice, be put in» 
tothe hands of ſuch as the State might confide in; The ſincerity of 
their intentions are now ſo plaine, that I thinke Malignity it ſelfe can- 
not but be convinced of them. 

And the intentions of the contrary councells are as plaine , their 
mask now falling oft, and their defigne more thenever diſcovered 
to be the overthrow of Parliament, liberty,Lawes and Religion. For 
at firſt, we had Declarations to preſerve all the juſt priviledges of Par- 
liament,but now we ſee men proclaimed TFraytors for executing the 
Commands of the two Houles, and the two Houſes themſelves, if 
not in direCt, yet in equivalent tearmes prochimed ;Traytors, yea, 
denyedto be a Parliament, becauſe His Majeſty withdrawes him- 
ſelfe, and after multitudes of Petitions refuſes to returne, and be- 
cauſe many of their Members have deſerted them, and are protetted 
by His Majeſty from the Houſes who have ſent for them. Yea, they 
arerequired to recall their Votes as illegall, and that fuchas they 
have Gned and unpriſoned, may bring their Habeas Corpys to he tied 
in an inferiourCourt, Yea, people provoked to ſcorne them, and 
thereupon multitudes not fearing to trample upon, and caſt as vile 
ſ{corne 2nd contempt unjuſtly upon that thrice-konorable Court, as 
ever was caſt juſtly upon the Commiſſaries Courts, 

We have heretofore been aſſured that the knowne lawes of the 
land ſhould be the only rule of government - but { to namenoo-- 
ther inſtances ) now we ſee the Commiſſion of Array tobe juſtified 
tobeLaw, which the Parliament hath not only declared, but de- 
monſtrated, and the Countries ( where ever it hath prevailed) 
found. tobe the utter deſtruCtion of all. the Lawes made for the Sub-- 

jects liberty. 

Heretofore proclamations were put out that no papiſts ſhould be 
entertained into His Majeſties Army , becauſe the reſolution was

and armed with Commiſſion , and Proteſtant Doftors in their writ.

liament, ( as it it were poſlible the repreſentative body ſhould en« 
fave it ſelfe ) and in the meane time while theſ* things are promi- 
ſed, hundreds, yea thou'ands of his Majeſti=e> Subject plunired 
with His Majeſties Proclamations againſt piuadering, in th. han 1s 
of diverſe of the plunderers. And their perſons led away 1n Rop:s 
and Chaines like Twrkz/þ Gallyſlaves, and many caft imto P 1{-»ns and 
Dungeons only for detending themlclves again't r:bbers 40d mur« 
derers abuſing His Majeſties Name : where their Jayl--urs uf chem 
worſe then the Twrkes doe their Chriſtian (ſlaves, or one that hath any 
thing of man in him could uſe a dog, 

And when all theſe things are zow done, the Parliament not 
only fitting; but having ſo much ſtrength in the Field, what can we 
expe when theſe men have prevailed , when at the putting on of 
their harneſle their uſaall language is nothing but blaſphemy againſt 
God, ( notto b<= mentioned, ) and againſt His people calling all 
that adhere to his and the Kingdoms Cauſe, Parliament dogs, and 
Parliament rogues ? what language will you expe to heare if once 
they come triumphantly to put it off 2 If while the event is uncer- 
taine they cut us out ſuch kinde of Lawes, Liberties, and Parlia- 
ment-priviledges as theſe are , if God for our finnes ſell us into

ning away theſe imminent calamities , and turning the heart of 
our King towards His great and faithfull Councell, and reſcai 
Him out of the hands of this Generation of men who delight in 
blood. OnrGod hath nor yet fayd, pray not for this people, but if 
by the Lord ſay he hathnodelight in us , Righteous art thou O Lord, 

and juſt are all thy judgements : onely let us not be acceſlary to 

our own deſtruction, and the deſtruftion of fo floutiſhing a King-

Nor doe l feare to be for this condemned by any right diſcerning 
man as an incendiary toa Civill War, I know the tmiſeries of a Ci- 
| "vill War: Warreisthe ſevereſt of all Gods judgements, and Civill 
War the cruelleſt of all Warres, wh-re 1s the greateſt hatred, the
